Winner, as chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, sponsored 
all lax bills, including House Bill 
1II1IJ, which restores the live pet- 
cent manufacturers' exemption on 
capital stock used exclusively for 
i nan ut'a during purposes. 

The State four mil) personal 
property tax. first enacted during 
the Farle Administraaion as an 
emergency measure, and re-adopted 
since, was discontinued by simply 
not re-enacting it. l^ambert Cad- 
walader. chairman of the Counties 
Committee, representative in the 
House from the Fist District of the 
county, introduced a resolution rec- 
ommending that this tax lie drop- 
ped, a position whieli was subse- 
rfuentty concurred lit by Winner's 
Ways and Means Committee. 

Representative Charles H. Brun- 
ner, Jr.. the county's Second Dis- 
trict legislator, sponsored the anti- 
stream pollution hill, aimed primar- 
ily at eliminating the practice of 
dumping silt from the coal regions 
into the Schuylkill River. This 
measure, a highly controversial 
one. which has been introduced Ln 
several previous sessions of the 
Legislature, developed a large 
measure of public sentiment in its 
favor but failed to win sufficient 
support from legislators represent- 
ing the coal regions of (he State. 
The Norrlstown Representative was 
chairman of the Judiciary Special 
Committee of the House. 

Howard F. Boorso, Lunsdale. rep- 
resentative from the Third District, 
was very active in tile work of sev- 
eral committees Including those on 
Fisheries. Building and Loan Asso- 
ciations. Military Affairs and as 
vice chairman of the Liquor C'on- 
t rol Committee. 

Stitte Senator Franklin Spencer 
Kdmonds. who was ill during the 
opening days of the session, kept 
in close touch with the legislative 
schedule and contributed authori- 
tative advice on tux and school 
problems,

The demonstration stalls with 
the first sound of approaching 
planes, showing bow the spotter 
gives the •'army flash" telephone 
call otthe nearest filter board, 
where the information is platted 
and passed on to the iiifot-tnut ion 
center. 

As the details are gathered, 
warning signals are sent out and 
the telephone wires air busy as key 
civilian defense h-aihis ai. warned 
of the approaching danger so they 
may be ready to swmu into action 
without delay. 

Other spotters see mill bin tin- 
planes and send in further infor- 
mation, which is charted on the 
filter hoard and at I he niformation 
center so that the line of tlight of 
the planes can be verified. 

As it appears that tse planes are 
approaching the city, the public 
■warning goes out. This signal gives 
wardens and emergency groups 
such as civilian police, firemen and 
bomb squads, time to get to their 
posts, ready for action. Necessary 
blackout .measures are taken. 

Telephone calls are heard, direct- 
ing fire sfpiads to one point, send- 
ing an ambulance to another, a 
rescue squad to ;t third. Mean- 
while, the noisy ack ack of the- an- 
ti-aircraft guns is heard as they 
attack the enemy. 

The demonstration then shows 
that the work of the civilian de- 
fense groups is not completed after 
the enemy planes have been driven 
off. 

F.mergency telephone culls are 
still keeping the lines busy at the 
control center as the wardens 
check over the districts finding new 
damage. Calls for help still come 
in and instructions to the various 
emergency groups must be sent 
out. Groups already out may be 
redirected to new trouble spots. 

The demoust ration shows the re- 
lationship of each civilian defense 
worker to the united defense p.ro- 
giam and the important part each 
man and woman plays during an 
air raid. 

It also emphasizes the impor- 
tance of the telephone in keeping 
the various groups co-ordinated 
and the need of keeping telephone 
lines clear during and for some 
time after air raids so that there 
shall be no delay hi the completion 
of emergency calls.

For- 
merly, the approval oi the commanding otticer was required, 
current restrictions as to weight and size ot packages remain in 
ettect. 

FIGHT POTATO BLACK MARKET 

UFA investigators are being sent into major shipping cen- 
ters oi the early crops oi white potatoes, and into approximately 
ju ol the country's principal terminal market areas in an ettori 
to prevent Dlack market practices. Maximum prices lor country 
shippers ol early crop potatoes in the south anu southwest range 
from 32. '10 to £2.5o a hundred weight, except tor Honda where 
the maximum is j63. 1 o. borne arrests have already been made. 

MUST CARRY DRAFT CARDS 

Selective Service registrants who were 18 years old on or 
belore November 13, 1942, must have their local board classi- 
ncation cards (Selective Service Form 57) as well as their reg- 
istration certificate (Form 2), m their personnal possession al- 
ter May 13. Men without both cards are liable to tine and im- 
prisonment, Selective Service Headquarters warned. 

FREIGHT RATES REDUCED 

More than 350 million dollars will be saved annually by a 
reduction in railroad rates that weiit into etfect May 15. ln most 
cases the savings will be reflected automatically in reduced prices 
! through the operation ot existing maximum price regulations. 
Added to current actions to roll back the cost of living, these 
Height reductions will contribute substantially to the prevention 
ot inflation. 

HAM PRICES REDUCED 

Maximum retail prices for all parts of processed hams 
(bone-in) and processed picnic hams, have been reduced from 
one to three cents per pound by OPA. One-third of a ham may 
now be sold in slices, to accommodate consumers who do not 
have enough points to buy a larger piece. 

OIL-COAL— OR WOOD 

A householder no longer has to prove that his oil-burning 
furnace cannot be converted. Formerly, extra rations were de- 
nied unless this proof was presented, although basic rations have 
been provided regardless of convertibility. There will be no 
change in basic rations procedure. It is still necessary that other 
than household users convert to coal or wood whenever possible. 

HEARINGS ON GAS RATIONS 

New rules permit local war price and rationing boards to 
conduct hearings to revoke gasoline rations if: 

(1) The motorist is charged with speeding (driving more 
than 35 miles an hour). 

(2) The motorist is charged with abuse of his tires. 

(3) An applicant for a new gasoline ration is believed to 
have committed a previous violation. 

(4) A ration holder charged with a violation demands re- 
turn of his book before a written notice of hearing can be sent 
him. 

SAVE TYPEWRITER RIBBON SPOOLS 

Saving typewriter ribbon spools will postpone the day when 
ribbons must be wound on wooden "carriers" says WPB. All 
materials for ribbon spools are scarce and substitutes for steel — 
such as paper — have not proved satisfactory. Typists are asked 
to turn in a used spool when buying a new typewriter ribbon. 

WAR ALARM CLOCKS AT $1.65 

The new war alarm clock will be sold for not more than 
$1.65 exclusive of tax. WPB is allocating materials for $1,700,- 
000 of these clocks to ease a National shortage.

Washington, D. C. (NWNS)— 
Faced with the necessity of keep- 
ing food costH from rising' any 
higher and at the same time assur- 
ing profitable prices to farmers, 
food producers and processors, the 
Office of Price Administration is 
taking the easy way out and plan- 
ning the use of government subsi- 
dies to do the trick. 

With leading labor groups de- 
manding higher wages to meet in- 
creased living coats, the government 
intends to appease them by reduc- 
ing living costs. This is being done, 
so far as the consumer is concerned, 
by the establishment of ceiling re- 
tall prices which are. in general, 
lower than prices which have been 
charged up to this month. But if 
the retailer is to charge less, he 
must get his supplies at lower 
prices. To make this possible, the^, 
government plans to pay subsidies 
to suppliers so that they can sell 
for leas. 

Although it is estimated that 
such subsidies will cost the govern- 
ment from J300,000,000 to $500,- 
000,000, there 1b no reason why it 
should necessarily atop at that fig- 
ure. The program is apt to lead to 
.subsidies all along the line — evan 
to retailers — which would mean 
that low prices could only be sus- 
tained at a cost of billions to the 
government. Tills would eventually 
necessitate collection of extra taxes 
equal to the amount saved on food. 

Many close to the food and price 
situation here say that it has reach- 
ed a point where a subsidy plan is 
the only way that the emergency 
can be met, but many consider it 
basically unsound. They point out 
that If prices to the consumer are 
reduced and the government pays 
the difference, it actually amounts 
to a government handout to the 
people which will have to be paid 
back later. 

In spite of the demands of labor 
unions for higher wages to meet 
Increased living: costs.the most re- 
liable figures here show that wages 
have Increased a lot more rapidly 
than have retail prices. Since Janu- 
ary, 1941, the cost of living has in- 
creased 18.4 per cent whereas aver- 
age wages of members of unions 
have Increased 29.4 per cent. It 
should also be remembered that la- 
bor's wages in January, 1941 — the 
date used for comparison — were far 
above normal.- Average wages are 
• now more than 50 per cent higher 
than they were In prosperous 1929. 
Thus, although most of congress fa- 
vors keeping prices down by any 
means possible, many members do 
not consider the present cost of liv- 
ing as a reason for permitting new 
Increases In wages. 

The new ceilings on food prices, 
which vary from city to city, are 
expected to be impossible to enforce 
unless the nation's shoppers are 



| vigilant in reporting till ciusoh of 
1 sales at above celling prices. Thins 
arc being worked out for locul ra- 
tion boards to enforce price ceil- 
itiKH provided thoy get reports of 
violations from the public. 

If prices are enforced at the new 
ceilings, this Is going to mean a 
general increase in what the coti- 
jHumer can get for his dollar. Since 
' wages will not be reduced, this In- 
j creased purchasing power will in it- 
|self lead to Inflation unless it is 
drained on" by higher taxes or in- 
creased purchase of war bonds. 
Present tax plans do not call for 
much higher taxes than la.st year, 
but after the income tax is settled 
efforts may then be made to put 
through u national sales tax. It 
has been suggested that if a sub- 
sidy is to be given on food, it .should 
be paid for as we go along by 
means of a sftles tax instead of be- 
coming an addition to the federal 
debt.

Consumer Informa- 
tion Given on Care 
of Clothing in 
Summer 

The Council of Defense of I/iwer 
Morion Township points out a num- 
ber of items which are of timely 
interest to tlie residents of Lower 
Merion Township, from the report 
of the State Advisory Committee 
on Consumer Interests: 

"Before packing winter things 
away for the summer, be sure that 
tlioy uro clean. Clean fabrics lose 
very little in strength during stor- 
age, provided they are stared in a 
dark, cool place. Stained and dirty 
faliric.s deteriorate in the stained 
and dirty areas. 

"To clean woolen articles, dust 
thoroughly and semi to a commer- 
cial dry cleaner or launder at 
home. Woolens should be dry 
cleaned except in the case of light 
■weight, light-colored woolen fab- 
rics In woman's dresses which are 
lion -tailored or in underwear. 
Woolen garments which have 
pleats or tailoring of any kind 
should be dry cleaned. 

"Home dry cleaning is not rec- 
ommended for the following three 
reasons: ( 1 ) All dry cleaning solv- 
ents are either inflammable, or 
toxic, or both. (2) The soil removal 
efficiency of all home dry cleaning 
procedures is extremely low. (3) it 
is costly of dry cleaning solvent to 
have it scattered in small quanti- 
ties among thousands of homes 
where there is no method of re- 
covery. Commercial dry cleaners 
havo special solvent- recovering 
equipment which enables solvent to 
be used over and over again with 
minimum of loss. 

"If a woolen fabric is of a light 
color, and is present in a garment 
of which the construction, such as 
pleats and tailored pockets and 
other tailored features is not ruined 
by water washing, the garments 
may be satisfactorily laundered by 
the following simple procedure: 

(1) Use only lukewarm water, 
no warmer than the hands can 
stand comfortably. 

(2) Use only natural soap, pre- 
ferably soap flakes. With this a 
creamy lather should be produced 
before the fabric is entered into 
the suds. 

(3) Wash by cupping the fabric 
in and out gently with the hands, 
avoiding all unnecessary agitations. 

(4) Rince in plenty of lukewarm 
■water. 

(5) Wrap the garment gently in 
a soft bath towel for several hours, 
then remove and shape carefully 
with the bands, stretching the gar- 
ment gently to the proper measure- 
ments. 

(6) Iron carefully after the 
woolen garment has dried.

Hall's work at an auction is re- 
puted to he a combination of a 
three-ring circus and a fast mov- 
ing vaudeville show with some as- 
pects of a rip-snorting political 
rally thrown in for good measure. 

Describing a war-relief auction 
in a fashionable Boston Church, at- 
tended by nearly 1.000 of the so- 
cially elite Just a year ago, John 
K. Coggswell wrote in the August 
1. 1S42 Issue of the "Saturday Eve- 
ning Post": 

"The stub-legged, barrel-chested, 
square-jawed vendeur. offspring of 
six generations of hard-handed dirt 
fanners, with a four star rating 
for winning friends and influencing 
people, not only sold off a bewil- 
dering array of donated articles but 
gave the city folks a bang-up show- 
as well." 

the Post article tells how Hall, at 
five or six sales every summer sells 
more than $80,000 worth of early 
American antiques out of his big 
auction burn near Keene, N. H., to 
an assorted regular 3.000 visitors 
from all over the country. 

While Hall, who is donating bis 
services, is the star attraction at 
the auction, there are others. Fore- 
most is the outstanding stock of do- 
nated articles to be sold. A solid 
silver tea service which has been 
in one family since 1810 is one of 
the choice items to be disposed of. 
Thenthere is an order for a por- 
trait to lie painted by l.iwson 
Adams, an Internationally known 
artist, who formerly lived in France 
and regularly charged and received 
$1000 for a portrait. 

Other items include a Baby 
flrand piano. Oriental rugs, an- 
tique fabrics, early American glass, 
modern and old chLna, silver, period 
furniture and a host of other ar- 
ticles, some of great intrinsic value 
and others which are worthwhile 
but not expensive. Fine wood pan- 
eling from two famous MaLn Line 
mansions miwdemolished and from 
a French Chateau are also on the 
block. 

One of the unique features of the 
auction is the method by which 
things will be sold. To illustrate, if 
«n article is knocked down by Hall 
for $10 the donor of the article 
receives $5 in war stamps and tthe 
successful bidder gets tlie article 
and as a sort of bonus, the other 
$6, also in war stamps. This meth- 
od of selling donated articles has 
been successfully employed at the 
Ardmore War Stamp Exchange by 
its director. Mrs. Lois Umbsen, of 
Narberth, for many months, result- 
ing in the sale of more than $160,- 
00 worth of war bonsd and stamps. 
She culls it converting frozen cap- 
ital into working capital. 

The auction marks the conces- 
sion, also, of the bomber campaign 
being conducted by the Emergency 
Aid. The bonds and stamp sales of 
this organization are expected to 
top $300,000 and the bomber, a 
four motor heavy one to be bought 
with the proceeds, will be christen- 
ed "MuLn Liner." 

Martial airs will be played by the 
Uala-Cynwyd Junior High Scohol 
Band, 70 strong, on Friday outside 
the auction rooms, from 1:30 to 3. 
while on Saturday during the same 
hours, the band of the U. S. Army 
Air Corps Technical Training Unit 
from Haverford College will per- 
form. 



Articles will be on exhibition to 
the public this Thursday, but none 
will be sold except at the auction.

This stab : -o!,l-. fir-t place in the 
collection of tin cans and silk and 
in Ion stockings, but the situation 
sums up In the words of a director 
of tie W'l'li, "We will never have 
enough of anything until the war 
ends." 

Tin cans .and silk and nylon hos- 
iery are still urgently needed. The 
tin cans are needed for making can- 
isters of gas masks and metal con- 
tainers for blood plasma. (Ireat 
quantities are required for solder, 
bearings and bushings that go into 
planes, ships, tanks and guns. The 
silk stockings are needed to make 
powder hags lo discharge shells 
from our big caliber guns. Nylon 
goes into parachutes. 

There is a strong demand, also, 
for brown paper in Pennsylvania. 
This includes properly packed car- 
tons and containers, corrugated 
paper board, wrapping paper, etc. 
No item of this critical material 
should be destroyed. The Council 
of Defense suggests that local resi- 
dents may put it out with their reg- 
ular ash and trash collections, con- 
tribute items to charity organiza- 
tions, or sell the material to local 
dealers. In this way, this special 
paper which is needed for the man- 
ufacture of waterproof boxes for 
shipping munitions, food, clothing 
and medical supplies to our men 
all over the world will he handled 
by Ihc proper agencies for salvage.
